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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7, 10-16, 18, 21-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record teach all the limitations of claim(s) 1 except for the limitation 
"wherein only one path is provided between the coolant storage tank and the heatpipe and the 
coolant is supplied into the heatpipe via the path and the coolant storage tank receives the 
coolant supplied to the heatpipe via the path." The prior art of record (Hisai) discloses a wafer 
baking and cooling system that allows fluid to be injected and removed from a heat pipe via 
multiple paths, but not wherein only one path is provided between the coolant storage tank and 
the heatpipe and the coolant is supplied into the heatpipe via the path and the coolant storage 
tank receives the coolant supplied to the heatpipe via the path. Although it is well known to 
provide a wafer baking and cooling system that allows fluid to be injected and removed from a 
heat pipe via multiple paths, there is no teaching in the prior art of record that would, reasonably 
and absent impermissible hindsight, motivate one having ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
teachings of the prior art to incorporate the limitation "wherein only one path is provided 
between the coolant storage tank and the heatpipe and the coolant is supplied into the heatpipe 
via the path and the coolant storage tank receives the coolant supplied to the heatpipe via the 
path." Thus, for at least the foregoing reasons, the prior art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious the present invention as set forth in claim(s) 1.
